A HONITON cancer charity that campaigns 
to improve hospital care for terminally ill pa¬ 
tients is launching a fresh appeal for support - 
a year after its founder lost her husband to the 
illness. 

Jay Woodward, with the help of her daughter Gaby, 
set up the Joseph Wood¬ 
ward Foundation to fight 
for dedicated, personal 
care for hospitalised can¬ 
cer patients, following 
the death of her husband 
on April 26th last year. 

The family wants to en¬ 
sure that others do not 
experience the “week of 
hell” they went through 
during Mr Woodward’s 
final days in hospital, and 
hope to raise money to 
cover the cost of single 
rooms for terminally ill 
patients. 

The foundation was es¬ 
tablished in October, but 
Mrs Woodward is now 
appealing for members 
of the community to 
come forward and sup¬ 
port the charity’s work 
by becoming trustees.

in hospital but when that is the only place you can go, 
we want to see dedicated rooms for cancer patients,” 
she said. 


“It should be more like a home away from home, 
with space for family and friends if they want to stay 
with them. 

“That kind of contact, to know that he had someone 
there with him day and night, would have given my 
husband peace of mind.” 

Jay and Joseph had only been married for four 
months when he was di¬ 
agnosed in 2011, and he 
sadly died a year ago this 
week after a long battle 
with cancer. 

Originally from Liver¬ 
pool, Mr Woodward 
worked in East Devon as 
a transport consultant be¬ 
fore he began to experi¬ 
ence breathing difficulties 
that led to his diagnosis. 

After undergoing life¬ 
saving surgery and many 
subsequent months fight¬ 
ing the illness, he was 
taken to the Royal Devon 
& Exeter Hospital on 
Easter Sunday last year. 

He sadly died just six 
days later on a ward that 
Mrs Woodward says was 
“packed and very 
cramped”.

Further warnings after 
another cliff fall 

VISITORS to the Sidmouth seafront have been 
warned to keep away from the cliff fall blackspot 
at East Beach, after two more people narrowly 
escaped another dangerous incident. 

Residents have once again been urged to steer 
clear of the area, following another huge cliff col¬ 
lapse last weekend. 

Two people - including a young child - were 
spotted in the closed off area underneath the cliff, 
in the hours before and after the latest incident. 

East Devon District Council warned beachgoers 
to “take responsibility for their own safety", after 
more visitors were spotted at the site near Pen¬ 
nington Point in January. 

Similar warnings have been issued in recent 
months by the Sidmouth neighbourhood police 
team and the Sidmouth Lifeboat crew. 


From the editor’s chair 
Don’t waste your vote 



IT’S been one of the longest and certainly the 
dirtiest elections campaigns of modern times 
(don’t we say that after every election?). And 
to think that if one party does not win an over¬ 
all majority, which seems likely, we could have 
to go through all this again in a few weeks. God 
forbid! 

There is no doubt in my view that the popu¬ 
lace is totally fed up with politicians and no 
wonder considering how they behave and the 
liberties they have taken in recent years. 

With party politics playing a greater role in 
local government, that view is also prevalent 
when it comes to electing our local represen¬ 
tatives. To a degree that’s unfair for most of 
them are decent people doing a difficult, 
thankless job. 

Say what you like about our local councillors 
(and I often have in this column), we should be 
thankful that there are those prepared to give 


up their time to serve the community. 

The problem with local elections at county 
and district in recent years, you have had to be 
a member of a political party to be sure of win¬ 
ning a place. On East Devon District Council for 
example only seven independent councillors 
occupy the 59 seats. 

That, of course, may change this year, with 
the newly-formed East Devon Alliance en¬ 
dorsing 37 candidates and targeting some of 
the big hitters. 

It’s the first time since local government was 
reorganised in 1974 that there has been such a 
challenge and it will be interesting to see 
whether they will make any impact. 

The most important thing is that you exer¬ 
cise your vote - don’t miss the opportunity to 
influence the future direction of the area in 
which you live.

COLYTON & COLYFORD 

Local traders call for 
end to all-day parking 

COLYTON traders have spoken out against driv¬ 
ers who “abuse" free on-street parking, which 
they say has become “detrimental" to the town. 

A number of traders are now calling for time- 
restricted parking on one side of Market Street to 
put an end to drivers parking outside their shops 
all day, which they claim is preventing potential 
customers from visiting. 

Anton Bolton from Colyton Butchers said: 
“Some people park in Market Place all day and 
some drivers abuse the free parking and leave 
their cars here all week. Something has to be done. 

1 ‘We are suffering from it in Colyton. People who 
just want to stop, shop and go don't want to pay 
for half an hour in the car park; they just want to 
stop outside for five minutes but they can't. 

“All of us are in agreement that something has 
to be done - parking restrictions on just one side 
of the road so that people can stop outside the 
shops." 

A Devon County Council spokesman said: “The 
issue of parking restrictions is something which 
communities can raise with their local county 
councillor, who works with our teams to set pri¬ 
orities for work. 

“We would also liaise with the parish council in 
any future review. However, there is currently no 
funding set aside for a traffic order in Colyton."

A FORMER footballer has been reunited with his 
precious 1946-47 Axminster Hospital Cup win¬ 
ner's medal he thought he'd lost forever. 

Douglas Spiller, 85, played left back for Beer Al¬ 
bion in the 2-1 victory over fierce rivals Seaton 
Town at Axminster. 

The first step towards a happy reunion was 
taken a few months ago when Colyton-based 
historian and former football referee Ken Clifford 
was approached by a friend who mentioned that 
he possessed a 1946-47 Axminster Hospital Cup 
winner's medal, and wondered if Ken could try to 
trace its rightful owner. 

When reunited with the medal in his Seaton 
home last week, Douglas said: “It is good to solve 
the mystery. I will keep it in a safe place now."

Sports wall set to 
complete project 


A PROJECT to enhance sports 
facilities in Honiton will be com¬ 
pleted this summer, council 
bosses have confirmed. 

A sports ‘activity wall’ - the 
third and final development in 
the project - is due to be con¬ 
structed at Allhallows playing 
field by the end of June. 

The £15,000 multi-use wall 
will include a goal for football, a 
net for basketball and netball, 
and markings for cricket. 

It marks the completion of a 
three-stage scheme to invest 
in improved sports facilities for 
the town. 

The activity wall is the 
scheme’s final development, 
after two other projects were 
completed earlier this year. 

Safety barriers were con¬ 
structed around the pitch at 
Honiton Rugby Club, while 
Honiton’s new petanque court 
at Mountbatten Park was 
ready for action in March. 

East Devon District Council 
has spent around £50,000 in 
total on the three projects, 
after working with Honiton 
Town Council to ask residents

what facilities they would like 
to see. 

The money has come from 
the community contributions 
made by housing developers 
responsible for several new 
schemes in Honiton. 

Around £14,000 was spent 
on the petanque court, with 
just over £20,000 donated to 
the rugby club to cover the 
cost of materials for its safety 
barriers. 


Mayor of Honiton, Peter 
Halse, championed the new fa¬ 
cilities in his annual report last 
week, and said one of the tasks 
of the new town council would 
be to pursue similar improve¬ 
ments to play park facilities in 
the town. 

He said: “The town council 
has been working to improve 
our community and the lives of 
those who live in it, by improv¬ 
ing the facilities in our open 
spaces, our sports and our play 
areas.” 



Voters prepare for the polls 


HONITON is poised for polling day, with 
thousands of residents expected to turn 
out and cast their votes in this week’s 
local and national elections. 

Months of campaigning will finally come 
to a head on Thursday, as voters have their 
say at the ballot box. 

Candidates are competing for seats rep¬ 
resenting Honiton on the town and district 
councils, while votes will also be cast in 
the race to Westminster. 

In the parliamentary election, sitting 
Conservative MP Neil Parish will defend 
his 9,000 majority against Paul Edwards 
for the Green Party, Stephen Kearney 
for the Liberal Democrats, Caroline 
Kolek for Labour, and Graham Smith for 
UKIP. 

Unlike many other parishes in East 
Devon, Honiton will also see contested 
local elections this year. 


A total of 23 candidates put their names 
forward to fill the 18 available town council 
positions, while the electorate will also 
have a say in who represents Honiton at 
East Devon District Council. 

UKIP has emerged as the strongest chal¬ 
lenger to the Conservative group in Honi¬ 
ton, with five candidates standing for 
district council seats across the town’s 
two wards. 

One Labour, one independent and one 
East Devon Alliance candidate complete 
the list of those standing against the five 
Conservatives. 

The polls will open at 7am on Thursday 
morning, before the doors are shut at 
10pm. 

Electors will be able to cast their votes at 
one of three polling stations in Honiton - 
the Mackarness Hall, the Kings Centre and 
the Heathfield Inn.

She said: “I hardly ever saw any¬ 
body from the hospital. I was scared 
stiff to leave him. It was like they did 
not want my husband to die with 
dignity. 

“I had to leave my husband every 
night to come home because there 
wasn’t anywhere for me to stay.” 

Mrs Woodward now says she 
wants to encourage volunteers to 
come forward to help the charity 
campaign for unused rooms to be 
converted into private wards for ter¬ 


minally ill patients. 

The foundation’s aim is to improve 
facilities at the RD&E first, before 
fundraising for other hospitals across 
the country. 

Mrs Woodward added: “I set up 
this charity in the hope that, in my 
husband’s memory, his foundation 
can raise enough money to make a 
difference for terminally ill cancer 
patients and their families in hospi¬ 
tal, so that they all have single rooms 
that are comfortable in which to see 
out the time that is left. No one 


should have to go through what my 
husband did or be treated the way he 
was, and I am going to try my best 
to make sure that that never happens 
again.”

AN AMBITIOUS 
school project has 
given two Honiton 
teenagers the chance to 
take part in a real-life 
history lesson at one of 
the Second World 
War’s most shocking 
sites. 

Ben Willis and Chloe 
Young, both 16, flew 
out to Poland recently 
to visit the Nazi con¬ 
centration camps at 
Auschwitz. 

The pair spoke of 
their shock and aston¬ 
ishment, after spending 
a day at the main site of 
Hitler’s Holocaust. 

Now they hope to 


help other young peo¬ 
ple understand the his¬ 
torical importance of 
the Nazi atrocities by 
passing on their experi¬ 
ences of the camps. 

“It’s amazing how 
many people don’t 
know anything about 
it,” said Chloe, a Sixth 
Form student at Honi¬ 
ton Community Col¬ 
lege. 

“The main aim of this 
project is to pass on the 
message and make sure 
that nobody forgets 
what happened there.” 

Ben, also in the Sixth 
Form at Honiton, 
added: “This was more 


than just a history class. 

‘There is a lot more to 
do to make sure every¬ 
one learns the lessons 
of the Holocaust.” 

The pair, who are 
both studying History 
at A Level, were spe¬ 
cially chosen to repre¬ 
sent the college, 
alongside schools from 
across Devon. 

They took part in a 
number of workshops 
to prepare for the visit, 
and heard from a Holo¬ 
caust survivor in per¬ 
son, before flying out 
to Krakow recently.

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World War One centenary 
group makes final tribute 


AS A lasting tribute to the men from Beer who 
served their country in the First World War, the 
‘Beer Village Remembers’ website will be one that 
will survive for many generations in the future, 
writes KEVIN FAHEY. 

The unveiling of the web site was the final act by 
Richard Scott and the Beer 2014 Group in a series 
of moving tributes to the people of Beer, whose 
lives were irredeemably marked by the events be¬ 
tween 1914-18. 

The website was designed by Cosmic, a social 
enterprise based in Honiton and was funded by the 
Heritage Lottery Fund’s ‘First World War: Then and 
Now’ programme, which provided a total of £7,800 
for a series of centenary events in Beer culminating 
in a moving parade through the village last August. 

Mr Scott, chairman of the Beer 2014 Group, said: 
“The website will provide permanent storage for all 
the information and photos we have gathered so far 
on those from Beer who served in the First World 


War, and we will go on adding more information as 
it becomes available.” 

“The site will become a valuable resource for 
local and family historians, and we are extremely 
grateful for the support provided by the Heritage 
Lottery Fund which has made this possible.” 

The new website, which was unveiled to members 
of the parish council, the 2014 Group, and residents 
whose ancestors are mentioned on the site, as well 
as the village lacemakers and quilters last week, 
will provide a permanent home for the information 
and photographs which formed the basis of a four- 
day exhibition in August last year. 

As well as the unveiling of the website the event 
also featured the official handover to the Mariners 
Hall committee of a piece of Beer lace and a quilt, 
both made in the village to mark the centenary. The 
items will go on display in the Mariners Hall.

ALL Saints Primary School has im¬ 
proved overall since its previous OF- 
STED inspection in 2009, achieving a 
Good grade. 

Improving further is not a mean feat 
as the school achieved the highest pos¬ 
sible overall rating, Outstanding, in 
2009. 

Confused? 

OFSTED has since changed criteria, 
which means the school has actually 
improved despite being downgraded 
overall from Outstanding to Good. 

In a letter to parents, headteacher 
Martin O’Mahony referred to the 2009 
inspection and wrote: “This judgement 
was made under a different framework. 

“The new framework, which came 
into place in September 2014, is far 
more rigorous and the comments made 
by the inspector reflect this. 

“As a school leadership we are proud 
of the report and feel it celebrates the 
school’s continued capacity for im¬ 
provement.” 

The school was inspected over two 
days in March, and the official report 
confirmed there had, indeed, been im¬ 
provement, saying: “The headteacher, 
with the unanimous support of staff 
and governors, has improved teaching 
and pupils’ achievement since the pre¬ 
vious inspection and since the school 
federated with another school just less 
than 18 months ago. All groups of 
pupils have improved their rates of 
progress.” 

Among other things, the report also 
said: “Teaching is good. Teachers mark 
pupils’ work in detail and with helpful 
advice. 

“They deploy teaching assistants ef-

fectively and succeed in making pupils 
want to learn. 

“The governing body is knowledge¬ 
able, very involved in all school activ¬ 
ities and holds the leadership to 
account very effectively.” 

The report also said that All Saints 
Primary School has every chance of 
being graded Outstanding if “the con¬ 
sistently good teaching becomes out¬ 
standing, by making sure that the 
most-able pupils always get work with 
sufficient challenge for them to 
achieve their best in lessons”. 

The report also asked for further 
progress in writing by “giving pupils 
more frequent opportunities to write at 
greater length and in more depth in 
subjects outside of English lessons 
emphasising the importance of good 
handwriting and good presentation of 
work for every pupil”. 

All Saints Primary School teamed up 
with Beer Primary School to form Ark 
Federation in October 2013, with Mr 
O’Mahony as executive head of both 
schools. 

He concluded: “We are delighted 
with the outcome of the inspection, 
particularly given the high expecta¬ 
tions of the new Ofsted framework, 
which is so much more demanding 
than previous ones. 

“The report celebrates the school’s 
continued capacity for improvement 
and is a just reward for the hard work 
and dedication of all members of the 
All Saints school family, including 


pupils, staff, governors and parents.” 

The new Ofsted report comes on top 
of an inspection of the Church of Eng¬ 
land school by diocesan inspectors last 
year, which pronounced it outstanding.

Performance of Mendelssohn's Elijah 


MENDELSSOHN, born in Hamburg in 
1809, was a prodigiously gifted child. He 
was composing string symphonies at the 
age of thirteen, a full orchestral symphony 
at fifteen, and at sixteen an octet which has 
become one of the most popular chamber 
works in the repertoire. His ‘Fingal’s Cave’ 
overture and his music for Shakespeare’s ‘A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream’ have remained 
favourites for countless music lovers. 

He met and performed before Queen Vic¬ 
toria and Prince Albert, and made, in all, 
ten visits to the British Isles. 


The text of Elijah, written mostly by the 
composer himself, draws on Biblical texts, 



and describes Elijah’s ressurrection of a 
dead youth, a fierce contest between the Is¬ 
raelites and the followers of Baal as to 
which of their gods is the true one, a won¬ 
derfully graphic account of the coming of 
rain to drought-stricken Israe and the ascen¬ 
sion of Elijah to heaven on a fiery chariot. 
The score also includes some serene, tune¬ 
ful passages typical of the composer. 

The all-important role of Elijah will be 
taken by the baritone David Fouracre. For 
nearly twenty years David pursued a career 
in retail management while at the same time 
becoming increasingly in demand as a bari¬ 
tone soloist. He has performed widely with 
choral societies as well as giving frequent 
recitals of English song, but although hav¬ 
ing taken most of the major oratorio bass 
roles, he admits that this Elijah will be a 
‘first’ for him. Those who know his fine 
voice, musicality and sensitivity to words 
will be intrigued to hear this experienced 
performer interpreting for the first time such 
an excitingly dramatic role. 

Other soloists will include Leslie Baker, 
admired throughout the south west as oper¬ 
atic and concert tenor as well working as 
choral conductor and clarinettist, the mezzo- 
soprano Rosamund Thomas and the soprano 
Chloe Stratta, an up-and-coming graduate 
from Manchester University who already 
has an impressive CV of musical achieve¬ 
ments and performances to her name. 

The society’s Musical Director Dr Peter 



Milmer, a hard-working G.P. with a young 
family, has steered the society through the 
rehearsal period with great skill and good 
humour, and will conduct the performance 
bringing together an orchestra of hand¬ 
picked players from around the region to ac¬ 
company. ‘Elijah’ is a thrilling work, both 
to perform and to listen to, and will give full 
scope to the members of the choral society;
